The cnse of Derevenko 
should teach Stalin the 
danger to the Soviet Union 
inherent in the Bolshevist 
system of diplomacy. 

For, like - Ribbentrop’s 
before it, the Soviet politi- 
cal Intelligence service com- 
pels its envoys abrond to re- 
port what {ts masters in the 
Kremlin want to hear. 

LESSON TWO for the 
Kremlin is that the United 
States Government, con- 
trary to all tradition, is now 
capable of making . war 
without first having to go 
through the procedure of 
wetting a Congress vote.
